THE LAW is DEFIRD, AND ITS BNPORCE- 
MENT NULLIFIEV BY RECRKANT MAGIS- 
TRASES—THE DISGKACEFUL *‘ PERMIT” 
SYSTKM. 

The following is taken from the Mont- 
real Weekly Witness. A correspondent, 
writing from Prinbe Albert, N. W. T., 
and one who ougbt to know whereof he 
speaks, makes the following startling 
remarka regarding the sale of liquor in 
that region:
